GATHERIXG THE HARVEST 


Had those voters who now have 


time to reflect and complain of the 
high cost of living taken a little time 
to ''stop, look and listen" — to consid- 
er what they were doing before vot- 
ing to send stand-patters back to Con- 
gress, there migiit today be no neces- 
sity for a boycott on meat, for these 
stand-patters are responsible for the 
Payne-Aldrich bill to which is due in 
large measure the present high prices 
of the necessaries of life. 


"While we are no longer living un- 


der the Dingley tariff law we are un- 


f 
der one equally as bad and in many 
respects worse, despite the Republi- 
can ante-election promises of a down-, 
•ward revision, hence it is not out'of 
place to look at some of the actions 
of our '"protected industries" during 
the year 1907. 
' The meat trust, protected from 10 
to 23 per cent, exported products to 
the value of $195,000,000, paying 
foreign tariffs, marine freight and 
added charges, and yet competing 
successfully with competitors that 
were barred from competing with 
the trust in this country. 


The oil trust, enjoying protection 


ranging from seven to more than 100 
per cent., exported x^i'oducts to the 
amount of more than $78,000,000. 
The steel trust, with from three to 
65 per cent., exported $29,000,000 
•worth of products. The woolen trust 
with duties of from 55 to 144 per 
cent, in its favor, could not supply 
the domestic demand, but sold its 
products at the highest possible 
prices in competition with the exces- 
sive cost of imports aggregating 
more than $307,000,000. 
The glu- 


cose trust exported products to the 
amount of $4,000,000, though pro- 
tected to the extent of from 46 to 69 
per cent. The leather trust, heavily 
protected, exported to the extent of 
$32,000,000. 


Although these trusts claimed they 


needed protection against cheap for- 
eign labor abroad they were able to 
pay 
foreign 
tariffs 
and 
marine 


freights and other expenses and make 
these enormous exportations in com- 
petition with foreign produceis in 
foreign fields.

THE CUSTOMS FRAUDS 


Natural Outcome of a Protective Tar- 


Tarift"—Have Existed For Years. 
The whole country has been on the 
alert over the exposure of frauds in 
the New York customs house. 
But 
New York is not the sole offender. 
Similar' conditions are believed to ex- 
ist or to have existed at Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, Norfolk, New Orleans and 
San Francisco. Goods have been un- 
dervalued. 
False scales have been 
used for weighing goods which were 
the property of persons who used fi- 
nancial or political inducements to 
secure favorable treatment. Seventy- 
three employes of the New York cus- 
toms house have been removed, and 
the press has expressed its pleasure 
at the wholesale decapitation of the 
men who were victims as much as the 
causes of a vile system. 
"Sunset" Cox, once a New York 


Congressman and a master of epithet, 
said, "It is as easy to run a powder 
mill in hell as an honest government 
ivith a treasury surplus."

Now we come to The Hub (Bos- 
ton). 
I once thought that I knew 
this city quite well, but even in thobe 
days I remember that I once got lost 
three times in half an hour, andTes- 
terday I had to ask my way to -sev- 
eral streets. 
Here in Boston (where 
they have always sold the best meat 
that could be gotten) as well as>;in 
many other cities they are having a 
boycott on high prices charged for 
tnis same meat. 
Prices have tum- 


bled during the week from three to 
five cents per pound. 
The eat-no- 
mcat project is spreading rapidly 
over the entire country, and as it 
gains force presents the likelihood of 
a bitter fight between the consumer 
and the producer. While the packers 
of the country do an enormous busi- 
ness and are closely affiliated with 
each other in the regulation of prices, 
they have never been very large divi- 
dend payers, hence it may be that the 
progressive farmer of the west is at 
the bottom of the high price evil. It 
may be well to look into this before 
we condemn the packers. 
The far- 
mer comes back with the good argu- 
ment that he has to pay so much 
more for the grain which he feeds 
and so much more for the help which 
he requires to raise the grain and 
care for the stock. One can live in a 
city like Boston as cheaply, however, 
as any place else. 


I saw here for the first time down 
in the north end last Saturday large 
sheet iron stoves on wheels. These 
had large drawers in them and were 
heated with charcoal. 
The owner 


would ha"ve one drawer filled with 
sweet potatoes, another with apples 
and another with white potatoes, 
these were sold to passers-by, who 
stood there and ate them. 
One po- 
tato or a baked apple for a cent or 
two cents, according to size. 
The 


sweet potatoes and apples I can tes- 
tify were done to a turn and really 
tasted very good. I wanted to know 
some thing about the amount of 
business they did, but "me no talk 
Italia" and he no talk "Merican," so 
I could not find out; but I found 
these movable stoves near schools 
and at recess these men would sell 
out and then load up again. At an- 
other place they fried chicken along 
the street and sold you what you had 
money to pay for. Then there are 
hundreds of stores where they sell 
only cooked meats and one can go in 
and get a slice of cold roast or corn 
beef or anything he may want. 
'Tis clear and cold this morning 


and I hope it will stay this way. No 
garden making here, yet I saw in 
market dandelion at 
40 cents a 


pound, and rhubarb at five cents the 
stick.

The neck of a mare should not show 
any tendency to the crest that marks 
the stallion. Masculine characters in 
a mare or feminine characters in> a 
stallion indicate that they will not 
make reliable or prepotent breeding 
animals. 
The shoulder should be neither too 


straight nor too sloping. 
A straight 


shoulder interferes with action and is 
usually associated with a stubby pas- 
tern and generally with a long-back 
as well. In light horses the more slop- 
ing the shoulder the better, since this 
conformation is favorable to long or 
high action. In draft horses too slop- 
ing a shoulder brings the point of draft 
too high and may even cause the collar 
to slip up and choke the animal. The 
face of the shoulder should be broad 
to give a good bearing surface for the 
collar. The top of the shoulder should 
not be open or coarse and should blend 
well into the back. 
The back of the draft horse should 


be as short as possible from the top of 
the shoulders to the hips. A short 
coupled, compact horse can handle 
himself better than one with a long, 
loose coupled and often swayed back. 
The ribs should be well sprung, long 
and close together. The space between 
the last rib and the pelvic bone should

He should show masculinity in a strong 
head, a nose inclined to be Roman rath- 
er than dished, a fairly heavy crest 
and a large chest. In selecting a stal- 
lion to breed to do not pick out the 
cheapest one hi the neighborhood. 
Five or ten dollars' difference in the 
service fee will mean, $50 to $100 dif- 
ference on the price of the colt when 
it is four years old. If there is not a 
good stallion in your immediate neigh- 
borhood, take your mares ten miles or 
more if necessary, but do not use an 
inferior stallion. Often fifteen or twen- 
ty farmers can go in together and buy 
a company stallion. 
Do not buy a 


horse that is "peddled" by a smooth 
tongued agent. Such a horse is likely 
to be one that could not be sold in any 
other way, and you will generally pay 
twice or three times what it is worth. 
The best plan is to organize the com- 
pany first and then send a competent 
man to some reliable horse establish- 
ment to pick out the stallion. 


The Value of a Pure Bred Stallion. 
The question ofe breed is largely one 


of individual pref e ence. If the mares 
of the neighborhood are nearly all 
grades of some particular breed it will 
pay to get a horse of that breed. Be 
careful in the selection of a breed and 
then stick to it. Nothing will produce 
a mongrel lot of horses more quickly 
than changing breeds pvery few years. 
Above all, get a pure bred. A grade 
may be a good enough individual, but 
he will not have the long line of im- 
proved ancestry back of him on both 
sides to give him the prepotency that 
a pure bred has. The grade has mon- 
grel blood in him, and it is bound to
